Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: an 
accumulating conveyor apparatus and method thereof including the unique features of 
(i) 'the transport conveyors having lengths that are generally no longer than the nominal 
length'; (ii) 'a control operating the conveying sections after articles have been 
accumulated in the accumulating mode in accumulation zones to form a slug by 
reducing gaps between articles'; and (iii) 'a control operating the conveying sections to 
form a slug by reducing gaps between articles in sequence from upstream gaps to 
downstream gaps', all in combination with the rest of the claim language are not taught 
or fairly suggested by the prior art.
